1 . MOROCCAN REP, ON OF GROUP OF 12 SPONSORS OF DISCUSSION 

PAPERS RELATING TO CWP 6699, MADE LONG PREPARED PRESENTATION. MORE 
INFORMAL SUPPORT WAS OFFERED BY SENEGAL AND OTHERS. DR. CUCCIX, 
(ITALY), DEAN OF COUNCIL, SPOKE AGAINST PROPOSITION AS DID NAKANO 
OF JAPAN. JAPAN, SUGGESTED THAT LEGALITY UNDER ARTICLE 58 
OF THE CHICAGO CONVENTION AND ASSEMBLY RESOLUTION A 1-8 WAS AN 
ISSUE. MAJOR PROBLEMS OF CONFIDENTIALITY IN DEALING WITH 
APPLICANTS WOULD PRECLUDE QUALIFIED TECHNICIANS FROM SEEKING 
DIRECTORS JOBS. ACUNA (MEXICO) SPOKE BRIEFLY IN SUPPORT OF THE 
PROPOSED PROCEDURE AND MADE A PRIVILEGED MOTION TO TERMINATE 
DEBATE. 

2. FRG OFFERED SUBSTITUTE MOTION THA HAS HIGHER PRIORITY TO ADJOURN 
MEETING. AT THIS TIME IT WAS APPROXIMATELY 6:00 P.M. AND AFTER 
DISCUSSION WITH THE AGREEMENT THAT IF THE MOTION TO ADJOURN 
FAILED THAT MEXICAN MOTION WOULD BE TAKEN UP. THE MOTION TO 
ADJOURN FAILED WITH A VOTE 10-14. AT THAT POINT USREP STRONGLY 
INTERVENED AND PROTESTED HIGH-HANDED CLOTURE NOTING THAT 5 
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COUNCIL MEMBERS HAD HELD UP THEIR PENCIL REQUESTING PERMISSION 
TO BE HEARD AND HAD NOT YET BEEN RECOGNIZED. PRESIDENT OF COUNCIL 
THEN ADDED POINT OF PERSONAL PRIVILEGE AND REQUESTED MEXICAN REP 
TO WITHDRAW HIS MOTION WHICH HE REFUSED TO DO. SENEGAL THEN JOINED 
PRESIDENT IN REQUESTING MEXICAN REP TO WITHDRAW HIS MOTION WHICH WAS 
DONE. 
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3. IT APPEARED TO USREP THAT SOLID FRONT OF 14 VOTES SUPPORTS 
ILLOGICAL AND POLITICAL POLARIZATION MOVES HEADED BY CERTAIN THIRD 
WORLD COUNTRIES. 

4. COLOMBIA'S QUICK SECOND OF MEXICAN PROPOSITION PROBABLY BASED 
UPON SECRETARIAT REJECTION OF THEIR CANDIDATE TO HEAD 

LEGAL BUREAU. 

5. USREP'S EMOTIONS AND VIEWS SHARED BY AUSTRALIA. UK. CANADA. ITALY, 
FRG, FINLAND, JAPAN AND FRANCE AND AT MEETING EARLY AFTERNOON JUNE 20 
WILL GEAR THEMSELVES TO WHATEVER DELAY CAN BE MADE TO SET THIS 
MATTER OVER IF NOT TO THE NEXT ASSEMBLY AT LEAST TO THE NEXT COUNCIL 
SESSION. WILL HOPE TO AVOID VOTE BUT IF VOTE DOES COME, WILL, OF 
COURSE, INSIST ON STATUTORY MAJORITY (16). 

6. BACK-UP POSITIONS MIGHT INCLUDE INCORPORATING INTO SELECTION 

OF DIRECTORS PARLIAMENTARY PROCEDURE SIMILAR TO THAT EMPLOYED IN 
US, NAMELY, THAT PRESIDENTIAL/S Y G APPOINTEES SHALL BE SUBJECT 
TO SENATE/COUNCIL RATIFICATION. 
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
